sont excitement of the Chinese Govern. 
ment with regard to the Japanese 
occupation of Formosa may do evén 
tual good.

‘Tso Tsung-tang, the Vice- 
roy of Shensi and Kansuh, who has 
been entrusted with the chief conduct 
of military affairs in the North-west, 
has up to this time shown himself a 
more than ordinary able administrator, 
and the efforts he is making to settle 
the districts reduced to order by the 
army under his direction seem to show 
that he is not deficient in the ordinary 
arts of government. That, fired by the 
success he hasalready obtained, heshould 
desire to press on and try conclusions 
with a more powerful and active foe 
than he has already encountered, is but 
natural, though there are many reasons 
why even he should hesitate before re- 
commencing an advance beyond the 
districts already recovered for the 
Chinese Government. In the first 
place, even in Kansub, Tso is acting 
ata distance from points of supply. 
His troops have to be sent from the 
centre of China, and for arms and 
ammunition he has to depend on 
the far distant coast. Between him 
and the Atalik Ghazee are extensive 
tracts of desert, affording no sustenance 
for man and beast, and which must be 
crossed in order to meet the Atalik’s 
troops. The Atalik fights on his own 
ground. He has an army accustomed 
to victory, and held ina fair state of 
discipline. His communications are 
comparatively easy, and he has the 
great strength which religious enthu- 
siasm lends. The success of China in 
such a contest is by no means so ase 
sured as Russian agents make it out 
to be. It is more than probable that 
the Atalik could, unassisted, utterly 








defeat any movement in adyance of 
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the Chinese forces; but still the fact 
yemains that his friends the Rus- 
sians are prepared to force their 
assistance on his acceptance. As wo 
have said before, Tso Tsung-tang, the 
Chinese Viceroy in the North-west, 
has shown himself, as Chinese officials 
go, an able and successful administra~ 
tor, and'it is possible that in case of 
an outbreak with Japan, his services 
might be required nearer the coast. 
Again, the war in the North-west 
has for years beon a drain on the 
resources of the empire, The Peking 
Gazettes for tho last four years 
are full of protests from the provinces 
against the calls made on them for the 
support of Tso's army. The provincial 
governors, one and all, say that they 
are unable to raise the large sums re- 
quired; and lately, on the 26th July, 
the Acting Governor-General of the 
grain transport, memorialised to the 
effect that the provinces have never 
sent forward the annual sum of Taels 
54,000 for the repairs of the Imperial 
Canal, and that they one and all plead 
inability to do so. The Acting Go- 
vernor-General, Ying Paou-shi, himself 
provincial treasurer of Kiangsu, states 
that those complaints of financial dis- 
tress. are well-founded, and he par. 
ticularly says that the Zikin levies have 
s0 fallen off that they can afford no 
assistance, The same story goes up 
from every province—all complain of 
the falling off of revenue. Under 
such circumstances, it is difficult to 
conceive how the Government can be 
in @ condition to proceed with two 
wars ab once, The fight with Japan, 
should the present state of affairs 
result in war, will be a more expensive 
contest than any in which China has 
been hitherto engaged. To gain a 
success, operations must be carried on 
by sea and Jand, and as the Japanese 
have a fleet of considerable efficiency, 
the Chinese fleet must be brought up to 
at least as effective a standard. It is 
impossible to raise more money by avy 
of the present methods of taxation. The 
likin and barrier dues have already be- 
come s0 excessive that they have ceased 
to bo productive, and the officials 
are learning by experience that 
any further attempt to increase them 
will result in their own ruin, The 
only resource would seem to be to 
change the disposition of the fands 
now paid over for the war in the North- 
west, and to apply them to the neces- 
sary expenses of the new operations. As 
China has already reconquered all the 
territory she can rule with profit or 
honour, and as a further prosecution 
of the war is only likely to involve 








her in complications with Russia, this 
result would probably, in the present 
state of affairs, be the most fortunate 
one that could happen.

‘A serious disturbance has taken place at 
Muze, on the 4th inst. ‘Tho Gendarmerie 
fired upon the rioters, killing one and 
wounding 19. Slight-demonstrations have 
occurred atother places, and several arrests 
have been made at Lyons. 

‘An extensive conflagration has occurred 
at Moiningen ; half the town is destroyed, 
and 3,000 persons rendered homeless. 

‘Mr. Pauncefort has been appointed third 
Under-Secretary at the Colonial Office. 

‘There has been a terrible collision on 
the Great Eastern Railway, nineteen killed, 
thirty injured. 














A decree which appears in the Peking 
Gazetto of the 10th inst., reducing Prince 
Kung from his rank of a horeditary Im- 
perial Prince to that of a secondary Prince, 
hasnaturally givenrise toagreatdeal of com- 
ment among the Chinese. What has led 
to it can only be matter of conjecture, for 
the decree is brief. A translation of 
the Edict and some comments on the 
incident, will be found elsewhere. 

‘As news of the situation in China in 
regard to thé Formosa difficulty is of par- 
ticular interest just now, we give a prefer- 
ence to it in our mail summary. 

Tho Japanese Ambassador Okubo ar- 
rived at Peking on the 9th, but has not 
yet, so far as has been learnt, entered upon 
the object.of his mission. The Japanese 
are very reticent about the Formosa busi 
ness, 

‘Wo hear that private telegrams received 
on Wednesday from Japan, report warlike 
indications, and the news received: by 
mail last night is of a similar nature. 

‘From Peking it is also reported that-the 
probabilities of war between China. and 
Japan are increasing. This is not-what we 























should have expected, but the atatement 
comes from a trustworthy source, The 
influence of Okubo’s presence at the 
capital, however, has yet to be felt in the 
negotiations. Recent circumstances, as 
we formerly noticed, lead to the belief 
that China expects to be able to avert 
war, although she continues to make some 
show of preparation, on the Ooaat, for that 
eventuality. 

A report was in circulation on Tuesday 
that the Formosan difficulty had been set- 
tled by Okubo. We have enquired rogard- 
ing it in @ quarter likely to have the 
earliest informationon the matter, and 
are informed that nothing has been heard 
and that the statement is believed to be 
mere rumour. Applying the test of dates 
to it, we find that Okubo left Tientain on

Kiang in Formosa, In the Gazotto of the 
4th, the Viceroy of Nanking reports: that 
Li Ch’éng-mow, the commander-in-chiet 
of the Yangtsze Naval forces, has been 
desired to remain at Tai-ping-fu, instead 
ig up-river on a tour of inspection, 
to the necessity which exists for 
providing for defensive moasures. 

Five hundred soldiers from the Oamp 
at the South Gate passed through: the 
Settloment about 9 a.m. on Tuesday, on 
their way to Woosung and Paoshan. Five 
hundred more passed through about 6 a.m. 
yesterday, via Nankin Road and the Bund. 
They were all. young active fellows, appa- 
rently averaging not much over twenty 
years of age. They wero woll-uniformed, 
and were armed with rifles. It is anid there 
are no fewer than 6,000 infantry at Woo- 
sung and in its neighbourhood; and a num- 
ber of picked men have been formed into a 
patrol corps, to watch the coast of the

A collision occurred on Friday after- 
noon, on the Woosung Bar, between the 
Diomed and the Hochung. It appears that 
the two vessels left their moorings outward 
bound within ten minutes of each other, 
the Hochung first. The latter, however, 
was overtaken by the Diomed when both 
were crossing the Bar, and on account of 
the narrowness of the channel, the two 
steamers were brought dangerously near 
each other. As it happened, the Diomed, 
in passing on the port side of the Hochung, 
collided with her and carried away her 
foreyard and several stanchions. ‘The 
Hochung in consequence of the collision 
also ran on the bank, where she lay until 
the riso of the tide, when she was towed off 
by tho Fokelin, No damage was sustained 
by the Diomed, and she proceeded on her 
voyage.

‘This is her first voyage to 
China, and thero is a probability of her 
running on the coast, ‘The Paris reports 
having fallen in with the American ship 
Therese, of Now York, dismasted and in a 
disabled condition, 60 miles 8. by E. or 
4. of the Ladrone Islands, The Therese 
had suffored severely in a typhoon on the 
5th instant, From a report in the Hong- 
kong Daily Press, we learn that after ro- 
turning onoe to repair damages sustained 
by going on Mindora Rocks, sho left 
Hongkong second time on the 3rd 
instant, for Ilo Io. In the typhoon 
which she next encountered, a heavy 
sea struck her on tho starboard side, 
filled the decks, and shifted the ballast, 
the ship lying on her beam ends, and 
it was found necessary to cut away the 
masts to save her. At midnight, the masts 
all wont by the board. ‘Tho remainder of 
the night was employed in clearing away 
the wreck. The gale continued unabated 
till daylight, the ship rolling and taking a 
great quantity of water on deck, and the 
barometer still going down. During the 
gale heavy seas broke up the furniture in 
the cabin, and it was fortuuate the ship 
was tight, as the masts carried away the 
pump gear. On the 7th, tho ship was got 
under jury rig, and on the 8th, she 
was taken in tow by the Paris, which 
brought her into Hongkong next day. 
Another steamer, the Carisbrooke, also o 
stranger to this port, arrived from Singa- 
pore thesame day, with full cargoof sugar,

J. W. Lambuth, of the Southern Amori- 
can Methodist Mission, Shanghai, has 
succeeded in having a chapel built in his 
‘compound, capable of comfortably seating 
120 persons, and that it was intended to 
open it publicly last Sunday. 

Shanghai was visited on Monday morning 
with a succession of heavy storms of rain, 
accompanied by thunder and lightning. 
‘Many of the low lying thoroughfares were 
temporarily flooded, owing to the incapacity 
of the drains to carry off the unwonted 
downpour. ‘There was no wind, and dense * 
masses of black cloud hung over the Settle- 
ment throughout the day. ‘The only dam- 
ago done, as far as we can ascertain, was 
that a Chinese house in Chili rond was 
struck by the lightoing, and some mortar 
thrown down from the wall of a room in 
hich several people were assembled, for- 
tunately without injuring them, 

On the night of the 5th, between 11 and 
12 o'clock, a case of drowning happened un- 
dor peculiar and distressing circumstances. 
‘Two firemen, named Peter McDonald and 
‘Thomas Inseape, belonging to the s. 
Glengyle, now lying at Heard’s Wharf d 
charging coals, went on shore to ‘enjoy 
themselves.” ‘They returned between 
Land 12 o'elock, the night being very 
dark, In going on board his vessel 
McDonald, who was the worse for drink, 
stumbled and fell from tho pontoon into 
the river. His companion (and brother- 
in-law) Thomas Inseapo raised the alarm, 
which was instantly answered by George 
Gaze, an A.B. on board tho Glengyle, 
who was on watch at the time, A long 
gangway ladder afforded ingress and egress 
to tho vessel, one end of it resting 
dangerously near the edgo of the pon- 
toon and the other on the ship, ab 
a high elovation from tho pontoon. 
The moment Gaze heard the alarm 
ho ran down the ladder—the sagging 
of which prevented him from having 
thorough command over himself when he 
plunged off the poontoon, so that he 





















































struck egainst s cargoboat lying beside it, 
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and did not again rise to the surface, 
The chief officer and others of the crew 
made every exertion to save him, but 
without avail, Meanwhile, Thomas Ins- 
cape succeeded in rescuing the man whom 
the unfortunate deceased tried to save. 
Gaze, who was a good ewimmer, and was 
a sober and industrious man, was much res- 
pected by his officers and shipmates. We 
rogrot to learn that he leaves a wife and 
family, and as he met his death in endea- 
youring to safe life, something might be 
done by the public to assist his bereaved 
wifo and fatherless children at home. The 
ody of Gazo was afterwards found, and 
was interred in the Pootung cemetery. In 
corinection with the affair we would sug- 
gest to the Municipal authorities that at 
night the pontoons should be protected 
by stanchions and chains, If this were 
done, many fatal accidents might be pre- 
vented and valuable lives be preserved. 

The application for leave to appeal, made 
by tho defendants, in the case L. J, Mul- 
ins, assignee on tho estate of L. H.

‘The following decision of the U.S. 
‘Treasury Department may be of interest, 
in view of the custom of trying markets 
en route, with goods declared for entry at 
aport in the United States, We should 
remark, for the benefit of our readers 
generally, that teas shipped from places 
‘Eaat of the Capo of Good Hope enter ports 
ofthe United States free, but when shipped 
west of that parallel of longitude they 
become liable to a discriminating duty of 
10 per contum ad valorem. It is not un- 
frequently the case that teas are in- 
voiced to the United States and shipped 
by steamer calling at London, the shipper 
taking advantago of the latter circum- 
stance to try them on that market. 
Musters have probably been sont by 
mail steamer in advance of the shipment 
in bulk, and if « sale can be effected, the 
original intention of forwarding the. teas, 
say to New York, is abandoned. If they 
are not sold, the attempt is made, in send- 
ing thom on, to pass them as a direct ship. 
ment from China, though the declaration as 
‘to invoice made out here states that it is 

ntended to enter the particular goods at 
a particular port of the U. S., and that no 
differont invoice has been or will be 
furnished to any one. ‘That declaration ia 
of course falsified by the proceeding 
referred to, when the intention is to evade 
tho duty leviable on tea which is tran- 
shipped, or has changed its destination, 
as in the case we quote:—“A cargo 
of tea originally shipped at China for 
Montreal, but which on arrival at Mon- 
treal had ’its destination changed to New 
York, and was shipped thence without 
breaking bulk at Montreal, was held to be 
an importation from Montreal, and there- 
fore liable to the discriminating duty of 10 
per centum ad valorem, under the third 
section of the Act of June 6, 1872. This 
ruling follows out a decision of the Depart 
tment in asimilar case dated May 12, 1865.”” 
—[Letter to Hewlett & Torrance, New 
York, June 19, 1874.] 

‘We publish to-day the new Sugar Duty 
Regulations to which wo referred somo 
thme ago. They seem to be very Teason- 
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able in themselves, but as we have already 
remarked are framed in the interest of the 
Canton and Swatow men engaged in the 
trade, the Northern men who deal with 
foreigners, importing the article through 
them and re-exporting it, being excluded 
from the benefit of the reduced percentage 
upon which duty is made payable, and of 
the drawback privileges which are held out 
in regulation 4. The Northern men having 
offered the required bond, it would not be 
taken, and they were told they should 
not buy from foreigners, but of tho 
Southern Chinese who import suger. If 
the sugar is bought from a foreigner they 
aro informed that the duty will be levied 
on the full number of bags, instead of the 
percentage of 61.5. But tho question has 
perhaps another aspect of even greater 
importance to foreigners. The chao-fang, 
or defence tax, referred to in the regula- 
tions, and so rigidly levied on everything 
which enters or leaves the Sottlements, is 
distinct from and additional to the lekin, 
or war-tax, and is only levied in the For- 
Settlements, not in the City. Both 
aro taxes instituted under exceptional cir- 
cumstances, and though there may be suffi- 
clent reason at the present moment for 
their imposition, that will scarcely justify 
the fact that since tho rebellion they har 
never been relaxed. ‘The sugar duties 
illustrate forcibly the prohibitive nature 
of Chinese taxation, ‘The export duty at 
Canton, import duty at Shanghai, lekin, 
chao-fang, and barrier dues, just double 
the cost of a bag of sugar by the time it 
reaches even a place 80 readily accessible 
as Soochow. 

In our obituary column, last week, was 
reported the sad news of the death of 
a well-known and highly esteemed Mi 
sionary, the Rev. Dr. M. J. Knowlton, 
of Nrxoro, He died after a very short 
i the news of his death reach- 
ing his friends here tho day after they 
had heard that he was not in his usual 
health. We learn that on the Sunday 
previous to his death, which took place on 
Thursday, he performed his accustomed 
duties, Though really too unwell to leave 
the house, ho went by boat to conduct a 
service and administer the sacrament in a 
country church, For more than twenty 
years he has Jabored faithfully to spread 
knowledge and especially the truths of 
Christianity amongst the Chinese, and many 
of them feel that by his death they have 
lost a friend, Dr. Knowlton has published 
several works in Chinese, though he is best 
known among Europeans as the author of 
“The Foreign Missionary.” He was an 
easy, voluminous, and thoughtful writer, 
and contributed to some of the best publica- 
tions in China, besides writing regularly for 
more than one of the American periodicals.

More recent reports are rosssuring as 
regards the position of foreigners, although 

they do not render the visit of a gun- 

boat less desirable. They show that 

considerable uneasiness provails among 
the native population, particularly in 

the country along the coast, It is likely 

that this arises more from ignorance of the 

causes which have led to the movement of 
troops, and to the excitement attendant 
on that movement, than from any cloar 
knowledge of the probability of a local 
disturbance, Peaceable, respectable, well- 

to-do Chinese have an unpleasant con- 
sciousness that the volcano of sedition is 
never extinct in their midst, and that it 
may become active anywhere and at avy 

moment, most of all when the responsi 

bilities of the officials are increased and 

complicated by an external matter like 

the Chino-Japan difficulty. Yet of that 

question even they must havo a very im- 
perfect knowledge; they can only infer 
from the levying and localising of troops, 

the repairing of forts, and other prepara- 

tions, that trouble is coming, but at what 
time or in what form exactly, or indeed 

for what reason, the disjointed and distor- 
ted rumours current amongst them enable 

them to form a very imperfect iden, ‘They 

anticipate trouble, and though they ought 

to trust their paternal rulers, they do not, 

having had experience of how easily the 

balance of authority is lost and disorder 

weighs down the scale. A native correspon- 

dent of the Shunpao points out how dan- 

gerous and unsatisfactory is the state of 
ignorance in which the people are left, and 

suggests the issue of soothing and expla 
tory proclamations by the mandari 
Our correspondent states that the people 
are exhibiting an anxicty to realise and 
get their property put in hard sycee, and 
we hear that in the Shanghai market lately 
there has been a demand for gold, to be 
sent to Ningpo, for the same reason. The 
rumours that trouble has been brewing 
among the lawless classes of the Chekiang 
province, give force to the report of the 
Governor, the Hangchow Fatai, in the 
Peking Gazette of 3rd inst,, on the proposed 
withdrawal of the right of summary execu- 
tion from the provincial authoriti The 
Governor dwells on the dangers to which 
the provinos is exposed, from piracy, 
brigandage and secret societies. 
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DEGRADATION OF THE PRINCE OF KUNG. 
Aw Imperial Edict, of which we publish 
@ translation in another column, 
decrees the degradation of the Prince 
of Kung, by deprivation of his Imperial 
Princedom with hereditary succession, 
to the second rank of Kiin-wang. 
In the present juncture of Chinese 
politics, the announcement will be 
received with no slight surprise; and 
whether it has or has not any signi- 
ficance in connection with the negotia- 
tions between the Tsung-li Yamén, of 
which Prince Kung is chief, and the 
Japanese Minister and Envoy Extra- 
ordinary, the time chosen by the 
Emperor to proclaim that he has fallen 
out with his chief counsellor and nearest 
relative would appear to be particularly 
inopportune, We are told that the 
matter is the subject of a great deal 
of comment among the Chinese at the 
Capital, and the incident is one which 
cannot.fail to produce some sensation 
in the provinces. In the words of a 
memorial referred to in an Edict of 
1865, “to have doubts and suspicions 
of the Court itself, and to learn that 
discord exists at the fountain of autho- 
rity, will lo all who hear it, 
whether at the capital or in the 
provinces.” It may be well not to ex- 
aggeratothosignificance, however, of the 
present evidence of discord; and it is 
supposed, indeed, that the financial diffi- 
culties which have interposed to prevent 
the rebuilding of the Summer Palace, 
which Prince Kung had no doubt the 
unpleasant duty of pressing upon the 
attention of his Imperial Master, have 
had more to do with the matter than 
foreign complications. Some confirm- 
ation for the surmise is given by the 
fact that in the same Gazette a decree 
appears, announcing that the works 
undertaken for the repairs of Yuan- 
ming-yuan are abandoned, from motives 
of economy. 

Tt becomes instructive at the moment 
to recall the last occasion on which 
Prince Kung fell into disgrace, and we 
have therefore reproduced, from the 
N..0. Herald of April 1865, the decrees 
by which his Highness was in that 
year deprived of office—only to be re- 
ted a week or two later. It was 
in that year, presumably to compensate 
for his auffering in being driven from 
the Sacred Presence, that he received 
the patent of hereditary nobility which 
has now been annulled in his own case 
and that of his eldést son, the Beileh 
Kiin Wang. The Decree of Sept. 10th 
is comparatively brief, but it accords 
in tenor with the more lengthy Ndicts 
of 1865, and shows that his Highness’s 
advice to his Imperial nephew, either 
from its nature or the manner in which 
it is given, is not always palatable. The 
most recent manifestation of the Im- 
perial displeasure forms, as it were, a 
natural sequel to that shown when the 
Emperor was still in leading strings, 
under the regency of the Empresses 




















Dowager, and when the Prince “even 
went so far as to ignore Us on account 
of Our youth.” His Majesty now 
complains that since he ascended the 
throne last year, the Prince’s language 
has been marked by manifold short- 
comings in decorum, so that his High- 
ness has apparently altered nothing since 
1865, when his overbearing, defiant, 
arrogant and boastful manner, called for 
Imperial castigation. It is of course 
impossible to estimate how far the 
Imperial displeasure may be the result 
of annoyance with the personal conduct 
of the Prince, or with his conduct of 
state affairs, and more especially 
foreign affairs. The Audience question 
was one in which it is believed the 
Emperor was not easily persuaded ; and 
the Japanese difficulty is probably also 
galling to a monarch who has by train- 
ing and seclusion been led to conceive 
erroneous ideas of Imperial policy. 
But the fact that this time the Prince 
is only made to suffer in rank—which 
he will no doubt soon recover again— 
and not in office, tends to show that, 
however disagreeable, he is too useful 
a counsellor to be dispensed with at 
present. 

So far as foreigners are concerned, 
the Imperial treatment of the head of 
the Tsung-li Yamén will probably make 
no difference, If it should diminish 
the Prince’s influence as an interme- 
diary between the Representatives of 
Foreign Powers and the Throne, it 
should also have the good result of 
leading to more frequent audience of 
the Emperor himself, and of dispelling 
somewhat the seclusion in which his 
Majesty rules. As we said at the out- 
set, however, it is startling to find a 
Prince of the Blood Royal, the confi- 
dential adviser of the Throno, and a 
man believed to possess remarkable 
administrative talent, which he has 
exercised consistently for the benefit 
of the dynasty, degraded in this per- 
emptory manner. 








THE CENTRAL ASIAN QUESTION. 


A worice in the Peking Gazette of the 
23rd August, investing the Chinese 
Captain-General‘at Urumtsi, but really 
residing at Hami, with the rank of 
Imperial Commissioner, seems to point 
out that there is some truth in the 
report of efforts being made by the 
Russian Government to stir up hostili- 
ties between the Ameer of Yarkand 
and the Chinese. We commented 
some weeks ago on the part Russia 
was attempting to play in this matter, 
and her specious attempts to gain by 
fair words and offers of assistance a 
footing in Eastern Turkistan, and an 
extract we give from the Russian Tur- 
kistan Gazette seems to fit in with the 
short notice in the Peking Gazette. 
Yakoob Beg, who seems to work more or 
less in connection with the Fungaries, has 
it seems lately taken Uramtsi, and is 
thus brought face to face with the Chi- 
nese forces engaged in the reconquest 
of Kansu. Yakoob Beg not unnaturally 





wishes to consolidate in one kingdom 
the fertile country forming the basin 
of Lake Lob, and stretching along the 
southern flanks of the Tienshan, and 
which is separated from China proper 
by a series of deserts, marking a suffi. 
ciently distinct boundary. The Chinese, 
on their side, wish to recover the terri- 
tory over which they succeeded in the 
last century in extending their sway, 
and though that sway was in many 
respects only nominal, they are as firm 
believers in the non possumus as can bo 
found elsewhere. In their efforts to ro. 
gain these districts, they seem to find a 
difficulty in recruiting, but it so happens 
that the terms which, offered to a 
Chinese, would be rejected with scorn, 
hold out a high temptation to the 
tribes of Turkestan. Hence recruits 
cross tho frontier ftom what is now 
Russian, or nominally Russian, ter- 
ritory, and at once the occasion of a 
quarrel is opened up. Our papers and 
general public opinion at home have 
been lately exercised to no small 
degree on this Central Asian subject. 
It is useless to say anything from this 
end of Asia on the Khivan question, 
but we may be listened to when wo 
give a word of advico on what may 
one day affect ourselves. We have 
with some degree of difficulty estab- 
lished friondly relations with Yarkand, 
We have likewise, or oughtto have, some 
influence at Peking. Russia is busily 
occupied in fomenting quarrels between 
the two. Her agents at Peking and 
Yarkand, we may be sure, aro steadily, 
if unobtrusively, engaged in keeping up 
the difference. Yakoob Beg is reported 
to have mentioned the state of affairs 
between him and Russia, but in the 
reply, both our representative and the 
Government of India seemed to have 
forgotten, if we could strike no direot 
blow at Yarkund, we bad, nominally 
at least, a representative at Peking, 
whose influence might be directed to 
smoothing over matters between the 
Ameer and the Chinese Government. 
‘An understanding come to between 
the ruler of Eastern Turkistan and the 
Chinese Government, would at once de- 
prive the Russians of the opportunity 
of interference, as effectually as the 
presence of British troops in the slopes 
of the Tienshan. The Foreign Office 
has not as yet learnt that China can 
no longer be considered as outside the 
rest of the world. Questions have to be 
argued there intimately affecting Indian, 
and as it now proves Huropean matters, 
We doubt if any communications with 
respect to Russian complication have 
lately passed between Peking and 
the Foreign Office, yet Russia is 
making Peking an important point 
in her designs on Central Asia, 
It would at least be well that 
more intimate communication should 
be instituted between the Government 
of India and Her Majesty’s represent- 
ative at Peking. It is a matter of 
paramount importance to preserve the 
independence of Eastern Turkistan, 
yet the most effectual means of doing 
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80, by bringing about an arrangement 
between the Ameer and the Chinese 
Government, has never been as much 
as mooted in official circles. 





CUSTOMS MEDICAL REPORTS—3ARCH- 
SEPTEMBER, 187, 
Owzxo to a pressure of work at the Cus- 
toms Press, the Medical Reports for the 
six months ended in September, 1873, have 
only just been issued. We are, however, 
shortly promised the succeeding volume, 
a0 that we shall be the better able to com- 
pare the winter and summer reports. The 
volume under review contains reports 
from Dr, Dudgeon on the health of Peking, 
from March, 1872, to September, 1873, ex- 
tending thus over cighteen months, and 
‘on the ports of Amoy, Hankow, Taiwan, 
Canton, Tientsin, and’ Shanghai, for the 
half-year ending Sept., 1873. ‘The reports 
concitr in the assertion that the summer 
of 1873 was a healthy one, and in general 
cooler than the average. Heavy rains 
occurred at the two extremities, at Canton 
and Peking, the effect'at the former being 
to cool the atmosphers and to reduce the 
amount of illness till September, when, 
with the return of dry weather, ‘an un- 
usual prevalence of fevers was notice 
and at the Intter to lead to an unusually 
large amount of fever during the entire 
period. While heavy rains characterised 
the extreme north and south, the inter- 
mediate porta seem to have received 
rather less than the usual amount, Asa 
general rule, rainy weather in summer 
seems to be conducive to the health of 
both foreigne atives, while hot, dry 
summers, which cause extensive evapora- 
tion of the impure-surface water, soem to 
be conducive to many forms of disease, 
‘The present volume possesses moro than 
usual value and interest, from the special 
reports which accompany it, notably, 
from the Drs, Manson at ‘Amoy, on 
the Sequele of Malurial Diseas 
Dr. Wong, at Canton, on the 
leprosy prevalent at that port, 
gives interesting details of cases of sun- 
stroke and hepatic disease at Hankow ; Dr, 
Dudgeon treats specially of ague and 
opinm poisoning at Peking; and Dr. 
Tamieson of that form of eczema vulgarly 
known as washerman’s itch. Dr. Dudgeon 
has not met with any of the antagonism 
between opium and ague, supposed by Sir 
Rutherford Aleock and Consul Winchester 
to afford a reason for the prevalent use of 
opinm in China, On the contrary, he is 
rather of opinion that the debilitating in- 
fluence of the drug has a tendency 
predispose the system towai ill 
generally, fever not excluded. ‘The princi- 
pal disease at Peking met with among the 
natives during tho Inst four years, has 
boon ague. Formerly comparatively rare, 
the heavy rains and consequent floods 
which have for years provailed in the 
metropolitan province, have rendered the 
disease a constant resident. It seems year 
after year to assume a more chronic form. 
In the earlier years of the floods, the ap- 
ronch of the cool weather put an end to 
ita attacks, but in 1873 it prevailed up 
till Decomber, It seemed generally to 
yield readily to quinine, but in some cases 
where that medicine seemed inefficacious, 
arsenite of potash was administered with 
good effect. Carbazotato of ammonia was 
likewise tried with a successful issue ; its 
faction is stated as similar to that of 
quinine. Besides ague, diphtheria was 
prevalent at Peking during the winter of 
1872-73. With regard to the important 
subject of opium poisoning, and its treat- 
ment by subcutaneous injection of atropine, 
which has been highly epoken of by Dr. 
Johnston from experience at the Chinese 
Hospital here, Dr. Dudgeon seems rather 
to differ in his opinions. Dr. Dudgeon, 
however, acknowledges that he has not, 


















































in Peking, had the experience necessary 
to form a sound judgment, and bases 
his conceptions on’a reply to Dr. Jobu- 
ston’s conclusions in the Medical Times 
and Gazette, mainly based on the secondary 
authority of Dr. Harley, and not from 
actual experiment. Dr. Dudgeon quoted 
the experience of Dr. Hardey, of Hankow, 
under whose care two patients, out of three 
treated by injection of atropine, died, as 
arguing against Dr. Johnston’s conclusion, 
‘He unwisely, we think, in the absence of 
any cases at Peking, recommended an un- 
qualified American Missionary at U-chow, 
to try the effect of atropine. The result 
shews how great care should be exercised 
as to tho class of men sent to practice as 
Medical Missionaries. Dr. Hardey’s dose 
of } grain seems to have beon excessive, 
but Mr. Pierson’s (the Missionary alluded 
to) of 2 grains, would in itself have been 
sufficient to account for the death of the 
patients. Mr, Williamson, lent medi- 
cal officer at the Ventnor Hospital for Con- 
sumption, proves that any quantity of 
sulphate of atropia, exceeding 1/50th part 
of a grain, administered by the mouth to 
check sweating, provokes symptoms of 
poisoning,* and Dr, Johnston's dose in 
Shanghai’ never. exceeded j grain. ‘Taken 
in excess, sommolency, narcotism, and 
coma are marked features of belladonna 
poisoning, so that there is danger of the 
effects of opium, as undoubtedly happened 
in_the U-chow ‘cases, being actually inten- 
sified by the incautious exhibition of so 
poverfal » remedy. |The report of ‘the 
rs, Manson on the health of Amoy, con- 
tains what might be called a monograph 
sequela of malarious fever. ‘They 
describe two forms of anemia, “which as 
indirect causes of death in this part of 
China (Fohkien), are second to no other 
pathological condition, and as direct causes 
yield only to smallpox.” ‘The two forms 
are the result respectively of antecedent 
disease and deficient and improper food. 
‘The paper is too long to give a resumé 
in full. With foreigners, the Drs, Manson 
think that quinine is often administered 
too soon, and that the stage of convales- 
cence is ‘thereby prolonged. Many agues 
come and go without leaving bad effects, 
especially with the well-to-do, who have 
no immediate necessity for daily Inbour. 
If the patient be a poor man, obliged to 
work when he is not able, or fo starve in 
default, ansemia or other sequel are sure 
to make their appearance. Dropay, en- 
largement of the spleen, ulceration of the 
lower extremi isease of the liver 
and kidneys, and bad forms of dyspepsia, 
are amongst the most usual. On the 
second form of angmia the remarks aro 
worth quoting, as bearing on the general 
subject of the development of the Chinese 
race. 

“<‘The anwmia from bad, imperfect, and 
insufficient food, has a class of symp- 
toms as characteristic of those of malarial 
anamia, though, unlike the latter, its 
symptoms are seldom complicated by local 
organic disease. Usually they are only 
those of functional derangement or in- 
capacity ; the. red blood corpuscles are 
not formed in sufficient quantity, and the 
patient is pale ; the imperfectly ‘nourished 
heart cannot. pump the watery blood to 
the brain, the eyes, and the ears, and 
he is giddy, cannot comprehend or think, 
has aberrations of sight and hearing ; there 
ia nothing in his blood wherewith to renew 
wasted muscular tissue, and he is easily 
fatigued, and feels wearied after slight 
exertion, the muscles of his stoi 
sympathise with the general exhaustion, 
there is no nitrogenous element in his 
blond and food wherewith to construct the 
highly nitrogenous gastric juices, and he 
is dyspeptic. As long as he keeps in the 
groove his life has ran in since he was a 
child, he may live comfortably enough, 
and his anemia not trouble him. ‘There 
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is just enough nourishment in his daily 
food to enable him to do this,;: He may 
flit over a mudbank with a creel in his 
hand, looking for shell-fish year after 
year, and the amount of sustenance 
derived from sweet potatoes and peri- 
winkles may be sufficient to nourish 
the sot of muscles and Jimited quantity 
of brains required for his work. He. 
may till the same field in the same 
manner, carry the same sort of burden 
the same way and over the same road, 
work at the same trade, think and 
scheme in the same way, be amodel fisher- 
man, peasant, coolie, tradesman, or pedlar, 
year after year ; but let him try anythin, 
new, let him be forced to unusu 
exertion in an unusual direction, and it is 
soon apparent that there is not sufficient 
nourishment in the system for the old and 
the new; it may be supplied at the ex- 
pense of some particular part for a time, 
ut very soon this breaks down, 
organ or function gives way, and the 
man become: invalid. This want of 
adaptability and power to answer'un- 
wonted calls for exertion, is strikingly 
characteristic of this form of anaomia,” 

‘On page30, theauthors continue : “Here- 
in we think is indicated one key to a 
part at least of the Chinese national 
character. The strong conservative pro- 
pensities, the superstitious reverence for 
precedent, the patience under oppression, 
ve character of their art: 
these, wo think, are but ox- 
pressions of incapacity for change, for 
adaptation, for originality, not the deli- 
berate elections of philosophic experienc 
‘The authors indulge in a somewhat super- 
fluous attack on Buckle’s theory that 
external influences are solely concerned 
with the progress of nations, a theory we 
presume hardly accepted now, even by the 
most zealous disciple of the school of 
“thinkers.” That external circumstances 
are greatly influential in doveloping tl 
peculiarities, physical and mental, of races 
no anthropologist can or will deny, and th 
Dre. Manson show how this ean be ex- 
plained by the process of natural selection, 
which causes the individuals least suited 
to the circumstances of the locality to die 
off in successive generations. It is thus 
certain that the inhabitants of a malarious 
country will be less liable to the attacks 
of gue than stronger and more healthy 
race newly arrived from a well drained 
and temperate climate, It by no meani 
however, follows that the inhabitants 
the more malarious country should: have 
degenerated from a more healthy stock. 
If recent researches in anthropology turn 
out to be true, the history of the human race 
is rather one from the lower to the higher 
type. The original seats of the raco, if it 
be true that they were situated on a sub- 
merged continent now represented by the 
Indian Ocean, must have been far,more 
subject to malarious influences than any 
country with which we are now acquainted ; 
and the nearest approach now existing 
amongst men tothe aboriginal inhabitant, 
the negroes. and the New Hollanders, 
are the most exempt from malarious attacks,

‘The grand style in which the Ambassador 
has come toTientsin, has made an immense 
impression on the natives. One large iron- 
clad, which the Chinese say has on board

it from there to Tientsin ; and H. E. is 
accompanied by several ‘secretaries and 
attachés, besides a host of servants. Now 
the Chinese madarins measure the import- 
ance of an official by the length of his 
“tail.”

At the same time, an Envoy arrived from 
the Land of the Rising Sun, accompanied 
by to Secretaries of Legation (one right 
and one left), several attachés, and a 
number of servants, I have heard a 
mandarin of high position remark most 
contemptuously on the paucity of servants 
in the establishment of a foreign minister, 
saying, ‘‘ He had not even people to bring 
you a cup of tea.”

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 


August 27th. Court Circular has, 
among other notices, the following an- 
nouncements: The Prince of Ch’un made 
report of his examination of the horse 
and foot archers from Kirin, ‘The Briga- 
dier General of Yiin-yang in Hupeb, 
Ch’ny Yii-k'ing, paid his respects on 
arrival at Peking. Audience was granted 
to the Privy Council, the Miniaters of the 
Presence, and Ch’éng Yii-k’ing. ‘The route 
to be followed Uy his Majesty in going to 
the Show Hwang temple in the Imperial 
Park to offer worship is set forth. 

(1). The acting Governor of Shantung 
reports the particulars of a judicial case 
referred from Peking for rehearing on 
appeal (with the usual stereotyped result), 
‘Tho appellant, named Si ‘Teing lien, was 
a farmer whe, in August, 1871, was engaged 
with his uncle Si Loh’ in getting in his 
crop of kao-ung (millet), his grandmother, 
Si Kia-she, being also on the spot to look 
after the crop. In the course of the after- 
noon the two men carted off the millet 
that ad been cut, leaving Si Kia-she 
behind to glean up the fallen heads of 
grain, She was missed as evening drew 
in, and on going in search of her, Si Te’ing- 
lien found her dead body lying in the field, 
where she had been stabbed to death. 
Report was made, an inquest held, and a 
warrant issued for the discovery and ap- 
prehension of the murderer. Si Ts’ing- 
ien having called to mind that he had had 
a lawsuit with a neighbour named Li Sze- 
ya, and his brother Li, ‘Wrymouth,” about 
boundaries, he suspected these men of 










































having murdered his grandmother, and 
accordingly denounced them for this crime, 
dragging in a cousin of theirs, named Liu 
Hu-ts'in, as a witness in the case. Ona 
trial being held, no evidence was forth- 
coming, the prisoners steadfastly denying 
their “guilt, and they “were eventually 
released on the security of a man named 
Kia Teing-yin, As Su ‘Ts'ing-lien was 
aware, however, that this man was on 
terms of intimacy with Chéng Sin-t'ung, a 
clerk in the judicial department of the 
‘Magistracy, and as, moreover, he was for 
the time deeply grieving over the thought 
that there was no one to atone with his 
life for the murder of his grandmother, he 
became possessed with the idea that 'the 
prisoners had been corruptly relented from 
custody through collusion between the 
law-clerk and the man who gave bail, 
Upon this he lodyed a complaint with the 
Judicial Commissioner, who directed the 
Magistrate to investigate the caso, which 
was done, but Si Ts'ing-lion did not put 
in an appearance. He went, however, to 
Peking to lodge his appeal. The caso 
brought forward by him having been ine 
vestigated and found groundless, he is 
sentenced to receive the mitigated equic 
valent of 80 blows under the statut 
against “doing that which should not be 
done,” and tho charge is dismissed, 
Magistrate being further enjoined to keep 
a lookout for the actual perpetrator of the 
crime. 

(2). Kin-shun, (commander of the army 
of Kansuh, which is under orders to take 
the field against the Mahommedans of 
Eastern Turkestan) roports the arrival of 
1,000 horses from Ch’ahar, which have 
been brought in to his camp across the 
Mongolian steppes in good order aud in full

In the present case this enact- 
ment is to be applied, and Kia Hien-sino, 
after receiving 100 blowa, will be deported 
to penal servitude.

Prince Kung exhibits such favoritism and 
greediness for presents, such arrogance and 
grasping after power, that people are every- 
where discussing his conduct, and asking, 
if he manifests such objectionable traits, 
how can he be trusted to carry on the 
government ?” 

Now, although it may be difficult to sub- 
stantiate particular charges, sufficient evi- 
dence still exists of the general truth of 
these allegations ; yet, in examining what 
is so underliand and obscure, it is nob 
easy summarily to ascertain’ the facts, 
When Princo Kung first undertook the 
administration of government he was 
generally diligent and circumspect ; but he 
gradually has become overbearing, and puts 
himself forward as sole director in a defiant 
way, relying on his high rank and power ; 
he has even forgotten his duty to his 
sovereign, and has gone so far as to dis- 
dainfully ignore us because of our youth, 
and often presumptuously restr 
acts. He has tried to produce dissension 
in our family in more ways than need here 
be, specially mentioned. At the dail 
audiences his mauner has been excess 
overbearing, and his language to us has 
been often offensively boastful and wildly 
extravagant. 

If we do not speedily make these things 
known, how can we, when the day comes 
for us to assume the government, employ 
the right men in its offices, and carry it on 
properly? It is an instance of our great 


























leniency that we now pass over this 
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flagrant conductso mildly without thorough 
examination. Let Prince Kung, there- 
fore, be no longer employed in the general 
council to administer the government, but 
be removed from all his functions, and no 
longer permitted to have a voice in public 
matters. ‘This [sentence] also exhibits our 
earnest desire to protect him, as far ss 
possible, [from the just deserts of his con- 
duct.} 

‘We earnestly enjoin on the members of

blood, and one of the highest dignitaries 
of stato, it must rest with his Majesty to 
decide whether or not, if he should be 
again employed, it would lead him to 
amend his conduct,” 

In the papers drawn up by the court 
clerk, Kwang, and others, it is observed, 
“that to have doubts and suspicions of 
the court itself, and to learn that discord 
exists at tho fountain of authority, will 
startle all who hear it, whether at tho 
capital or in the provinces, and greatly 
crease the daily anxieties [of the crown.”] 
This remark indicates m correct and en 
ow of things, itis truo ; but while 
this affair has caused great sorrow inthe 
court, they were not fully aware of all the 
feolings which affect us. Accordingly, the 
other day we directed Prince Fan and the 
members of the general council to go to 
the officers then assembled in the palace, 
and inform them that in consequence of 
this it was imperative on us again to 
express our will upon the case. 

Prince Kung, @ near relative of the 
Crown, and one of the leading supporters 
of the state, is the most trusted of all our 
family, and has beon the recipient of many 
favors’ and honors, His favoritism has 
chiefly boen shown in kindness to his own 
relatives and unwillingness to repel his 
own friends ; and though his bearing when 
in the palace was frequently marked by a 
great neglect of what was suitable, yet 
it is best to suppress ill feeling and pase 
over little differences of the palace.

Siuce we havo now learned that the reports 
of the princes and high officers agreo in 
the opinion that the errors of Prince Kung 
have arisen simply from himself, and he 
is still eligible for employment, an opinion 
iat coincides with our own, we therefore 
issue this clear declaration 

Let Princo Kung be restored to favor 
and have the entree of the palace as 
formerly, and let him resume his post. as 
chief secretary of state for foreign affai 
Henceforth he will feel that he must di 
gently exert himself to show his senso of 
this “leniency, and carefully execute all 
fhe commands’ we lay upon him. Let all 
igh officers, on whom devolve the weighty 
responsibilities of state affairs, likewise 
feel that they must with loyalty and purity 
of heart aid in managing the dificult affairs 
of the present time ; let them not cherish 
any suspicion on account of recent events, 
nor shirk labors because they are arduous,

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THE NEW SUGAR DUTIES REGULATIONS, 


‘The following is a rough translation of 
the new regulations regarding the duties 
on sugar, to which were ferred a short time 





of the Sugar Duty examination establ 
‘and two mandarins, in accordance with in: 
structions from the Taotai in charge of the 
head Lekin office of Soonkong and Shanghai, 

‘Whereas bags of sugar are imported at the 
Custom house, the cargo is entered by for- 

ers, and the collection of local dues has 
suffered very much in consequence. ‘Tho 
matter also is very unseemly. It therefore 
becomes necessary to establish an examining 
and registering establishment, to investigate 
into what godowns the sugar is placed, for 
convenience in collecting the dues. By this 
means, although the sugar is landed and stored 
in foreigners’ godowns, it will be easy to check

‘The 
head of the Leking office, out of regard for 
the difficulties of the merchants, has graciousl 
jermitted all bags of sugar in Fuhkien anc 
Santon warehouses, to be calculated at 
61.5 per cent. [paying on 614 instead of 100] 
and the chao.fang [defence tax] has also, 
‘by the gracious permission of the Tactai, 
been reduced by one-half. In the duty 
memo., the percentage is taken off the actual 
number of bags, and the duty calculated on 
tho reduced number, but the actual number 
in stock is afterwards rej pared, (in order - 
keop a proper list of stocks.) If sugar shoul 
atterwarde be packed in larger bage, the duty 
will bo calculated accordingly, so as to meet 
a i tices. Merchants being in- 
debted to the authorities for this reduction, 
ought to act honestly in responding, and to 
stimulate each other. They will have to 
prepare a mutual guarantee note, promising 
adhesion to the regulations. 

2.—Tho examination offico is established in 
order to keep a general tally. ‘The amount of 
sugar imported into Shanghai is very largo, 
the number of merchants connected therewith 
is very numerous, and to maintain a closo 
check ‘is difficult, This office therefore 
established to find out what arrive each 
day, to what firms they are consigned, how 
many bags of sugar are brought, and ‘where 
these are stored. All theso particulars must 
be clearly registered in the books of the office, 
and information given to ‘Taotai of the head 
Lekin Office, and to the heads of the Chaofang 
‘and Sugar duty establishments, that they may 
be able to check each other and to avoid over- 
sights. Sugar belonging to native merchants 
which has first been stored in a foreigner’s 

lown, must be closely examined when it 
fs being removed to native godowns, and 
registered in separate books, that permission 
may be granted for taking off the regulated 
per centage, and to avoid confusion, Each 
native merchant when removing his sugar 
must give truthful information to the examin. 
ing office, which will stamp the bags. If 
there is any concealment, and it be found out, 
the owner will be fined according to the value 
of the cargo. 

3.—The stamp will bo 
guidance. According to the previous regul 
tions, when Sugar arrived in Shangbai it had 
to be thus stamped by the Sugar Duty office, 
but now that tho examining ofico is estab 
lished, the native honge will be instructed, 
when they are taking sugar into godowns, to 
Taform the examining office, 20 that both 
it and the Sugar Duty office may at one 
and the same time send officers to stam 
it. The officers of the two offices must 
arrive together and impress their stamps 
simultaneously, (or in concert with each 
other), for the convenience of merchants, 
there must be no loitering or delay. If after 
the sugar bas entered the godowns, it is 
found out that there is no stamp on tho bags 
or that one bag has been passed unstamped, 
the case will come under the law of smuggling. 

4.—The date for paying the dues is pro- 
longed for the convenience of trade, In 
previous regulations, Canton and Fuhkier 
merchants had a fixed date for paying dues 
after their cargo had been stored, but we 
have now received instructions fromthe head 
Lekin Office to protong the periods. Tt is 
‘also permitted that when the original im- 
portations are re-exported, there should be an 
immunity from the Chao-fang and Sugar 
office duties. Six-tenths of the duties shall 
be payable aceording to the old Regulations, 
when the sugar is put in godown, and the 
remaining four-teuths at the end of a term 
of four months, deducting any drawback 
uty on reexports. | When the sugar is being 
exported, the particulars of ownership, number 
of bales, ‘by what steamer, and to what deati- 
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nation, must be furnished to the two offices, 
to be checked by the Custom house returns. 
It will be for the examining office to fill up 
's pass, and to give it to the owners that the 
chao-fang and likin may be remitted. 
~The duty on sugar by boats and junks 
“will also be collected equitably. Hitherto these 
‘duties have been collectod at the old Chineso 
Castom house. A per centage reduction is 
0 to bo taken off the real weight of these. 
The modo of collection having hitherto been 
different (from tho new practice) the duty at 
the old Custom house is to be calculated on 
the actual quantity, and the per centage taken 
off the amount of duty. 

Means for preventing evasions in the giving of 
information aa to the purchase of foreign sugar.

‘Tho China Merchants S, N. Company 
has just issued its first annual report to its 
archolders, and the annual meeting was 
held at the offices of the Company, on the 
lth inst, ‘The Report and Accounts are 
made up to the end of the sixth moon of 
the presont yoar, 11th August. We give 
a few of the salient points of the Report. 
‘The Company was formed in November, 
1872, under the management of Mr. Chu, 
but ‘as the Chineso public did not show 
‘a disposition to tako up the shares, it was 
reconstituted under new regulations 
July, 1873, and by authority of 
Vicorory Li, was placed under the manage- 
mont of Mr. Tong-kin-sin, who now holds 
the position. ‘The capital of 
is Tis, 1,000,000, in 1000 shares of Tis, 
1000 each, of which Tis, 600 per share 
have been’ called up. ‘Tho accounts show 
that 952 of the 1000 shares have been 
allotted, while 60 are reserved for tho 
formor managor, Chu, making 12 shares 
over the original number. The Company 
‘aa nt present took over the steamers being 
worked by Mr. Chu, and added to them 
the Hockung. It alto agreed to run as 

Hhant steamers three of the vessels 
built for gunboats at the Foochow Arsenal. 
So far, however, the Haiching only has 
deen thus employed, but two more are to 
be taken over in ‘a short time. ‘The 
agencies at the different ports not having 














































traffic, and trade having been dull, ti 
Company lost about Tis, 25,000 during the 
first six months reported on. In the latter 
half-year, however, it not only recovered 
that loss, but showed a profit on working 
account of ‘Tis.

COURT OF THE UNITED STATES 
CONSULATE-GENERAL. 


Shanghai, 14th Sept., 1874. 
Before G. F. Sewanp, Esq., Consal-General. 
Jarvis v. Eastley. 

‘This was a complicated case, in equity, 
to obtain partnership accounts, but possessing 
not one feature of interest except to persons 
immediately involved. The parties to the 
suit were mixed in some transactions in 
connection with the Stag Hotel, in the Can- 
ton road, the plaintiff being more immediately 
interested in the billiard room and adjacent 
portion of the premises, for which he was to 
pay Eastley Te. 75 per month rent. The 
place was not successful, and after a trial of 
it from Ist June till 15th of December, 1873, 
Jarvis gave it up, anda Mrs. Copland next 
became tenant. She remained in the house 
three and a half months, and then also with- 
‘Ultimately disputes arose between 
and Esstley, which led to general 
break up. Claims were made on both sides, 
and in the end the affair gotinto Court. Jarvis 
being a British subject, and Enstley an 
American, did not tend to remove the 
corners of the case, which the Court observed 
would be very difficult to clearly under- 
stand as it was at present. A book of 
accounts, however, was in the hands of the 
Court, which Eastley now ssid Mrs. Copland 

wwe to him, saying she had found it in the 
fonse.”

mentioned (three days), the Court ordered the

The Court—I understand, however, 
tho money has not yet been distributed. 

‘Mr. Muxums said it red to him that 
the Court had no jurisdiction now, and he 
must get his discharge from his assigneeship, 
under section 28th of the Act. It furthor 
seemed to him that the action now taken by 
the defendants was too late altogether, an 
that the estate was closed. In the first place, 
therefore, he submitted that his name ought 
to be struck out of the proceedings, and 
the Court proceed no further against him, In 
the next placo a motion to appeal had been 
entered at au earlier date and referred. 

‘The Court said that that was the first caso 
in which a motion for appeal had been entered. 
At the hearing of the motion in June, tho 
Court considered the procedure informal, and 
pointed out that the appeal should be made 
by petition. It was understood, the Court 
thought, that the parties should have liberty 
to make another appeal. 

‘Mr. Muzutss said he would leave that point, 
and say that the appellants having repaid 
the money, without having given notice of 
appeal, were now barred. He formed this 
view on Section 23 of the Act. ‘he appellants 
first claimed the full amount in question, 
and, afterwards, to rank as creditors. Their 
claim was rejected, and if it had been 
admitted, they would by it have been 
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barred from the present proceedings alto- 
gether.

CONSULAR COURT, CHEFOO. 


Chefoo, 9th Sept., 1874. 

Before H. N. Lay, Esq., H.B.Af, onsul. 

R, v. Tuomas Faworrr, 

Mr. Fawcerr, who arrived by the Sin 
Nanzing, was to-day brought before H. M. 
Consul, Mr. Lay, on acharge of manslaughter, 
arising out of the late affair at the Shantung 
Promontory lighthouse works. 

Mr. Mowat acted as Crown prosecutor, 

and the Hon. — Epwanpesand Mr, HEwLert, 
from the British Legation at Peking, Comdr. 
Caurcu of H. M.S. Qurlew, and several 
Consular officials were also present, Kzxo 
‘Tirgy-KEN, magistrate of Yungching, who 
held the inquest, present,’ with some 
other Chinese officials and their followers, 
but not the Taota, though he may have been 
specially represented. ‘The Chinese evinced 
great interest in the case, but were very quiet 
and orderly in their demeanour throughout, 
tie proceedings, 
“Dr. Nevivs interpreted, a task which his 
thorough acquaintance "with the various 
dialects well fitted him fo received the 
thanks of the Court for the Valuable assistance 
he gave in eliciting the testimony. 

aly three witueases were produced, Wang. 
chib, the man who is stated to have attacked 
Mr.’ Fawcett ; Hou Hoi-lin, cook to the 
Ningpo carpenters at’ the lighthouse works, 
‘and the magistrate of the district where the 
works are being carried on, whose name, wo 
have given above, 

WANG-cHIR stated he was a watcher in the , 
fields across which the men were employed 
carrying stones to the lighthouse works, and , 
in pursuance of his master’s orders, he asked, 
them to desist ; he remonstrated with them, 
and when they put down some stones on the 
hillside, he and his companion rolled them 
down isto the sea. ‘The foreiguer came.cut 
to within 10 paces with a gun, whigh he 
pointed and fired. Could not tell if he pointed 
the weapon at any one in particular, or in-, 
tended shooting any one, but he held it 
straight out and fired. 2's companion 
feil, aud he threw down his hoe and basket 
and'went to secure Fawcett, and ask him why 
he did this. ‘They both fell, and. Fawoett’:

Hsv Hor-uix, the carpenter's cook, made,;

He said he was in the cook- 
house, some distance away, when he heard 
shots, and ran out to see what was the matter. 
He found Wang-chih and Faweett fighting 
‘on the ground together ; but drew off Wang- 
chih, std the alsir seemed to be estiled: 
‘The remaining portion of his evidence consisted 
of an account of tie affair which he said he 
received from Fawcett, and which he gave to 
the Court both in Chinese and pidgin English, 
He confessed to having received 150 blows 
while giving evidence at the District Magi- 
strate’s, in conformity with “the laws of the 
Chinese Empire,” and that he was at present 
living at the yamen of the Magistrate in 
Chefoo, where he was free from personal 
injury; was at perfect liberty, and received 
80 cash per day from an officer of the yamen, 

Kexo Trex-Kex, the Magistrate of Yung. 
ching, was examined at length by Mr. Mowat’ 
and the Court. He stated that according to 
Chinese law in cases of violent death an 
inguest is always held as soon as possible 
after the occurrence, and invariably at th 
‘scene of it. As soon as this case was reporte 
to him, he started off with his assistants, 
travelling all night, and arrivin, 
hold the inquest at 8 a.m. on the 18th of the 
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moon. He examined the body with 
‘care, finding a wound about half an in 
diameter, which entered the chest, and there 
‘was a corresponding wound close to thi 
bone, The wound on the 
coloured, as if burnt, ‘The body was identifi 
bythe decesed's widow, as that of Yuan 
jok, He then described where he found the 
body, and produced a record of the inquest. 
He sent three underlings to

of certain native hongs, had been sold, 
and the deeds of transfer executed, with- 
out their consent. ‘The prisoner admitted 
that he put through the transactions, and 
that the shares were sold for Tis. 1,727, 
which amount he was supposed to have 
handed over to the original owners. Mr. 
Morris enguired at three uf the hongs in 
question, Takee, Tion-wo, and Sintai, and 
ascertained that they knew nothing at all 
abont the sale of their shares, that they. 
had not given their assent to the transfor, 
and_that the signatures attached to the 
deods were not theirs, Another: scrip, re- 
presenting two shares, and belonging to a 
man named Quo-van-fung, a merchant in 
the French Concession, the prisoner said 
had been placed in his hands for sale by 
person who represented that they were 
his property. When questioned by Mr. 
Morris, the prisoner represented that 
although the various hongs mentioned 
were registered as shareholders, the total 

ber of five shares was the property of 
Quo-van-fung alone, he being interested 
Il those establishments, and that to’ 
this man ho had handed the proceeds, viz. 
Tis. 1,727.19, in notes of the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank, Mr, Morris, however, 
found that this money had been’ paid into 
the prisoner’s private account at the French 
Bank, | When Quo-van-fung was asked 
about it, he denied that he had ordered 
the shares to be sold or that he had 







































received any money for them. ‘This man 
was interviewed twice on the subject, be- 
cause the prisoner afterwards said ‘that 





the money was paid to a man formorly in 
the employ of the hong, but’ who is now 
in custody in tho City, on a charge of 
embezzling about Tis 30,000 belonging to 
jsemployer. ‘The prisoner further com- 
plicated the matter by saying that the 
transfer deeds for these two shares were 
signed by a man named Cheh-che-yuen, 
who was also in Quo-van-fung’s employ. 
This man, on being interrogated, denied 
all knowledge of the transaction ; ‘and the 
prisoner finding himself pushed, said he had 
made a mistake, and that it was Lee-ling-da 
(the man charged with embezzling the 

30,000) who did sign them, and that ho 
did so by order of Quo-van-fung, in the 
house of the latter. Quo-van-fung denied 
this statement, repeating that he never 
ithorised the ‘sale. Enquiries, as above 
stated, were made of Lee-ling-da, and the 
deeds shown to him, with the signatures 
attached. He said he knew nothing about 
the transaction, that he had never seen 
the papers before, nor received any money 
respecting them,’ It was only after all 
these enquiries had been made, that the 
prisoner admitted that he not only signed 
the transfers himself but witnessed his 
own signature. He further admitted now 
that he had paid the proceeds into tho 
French Bank to his own account, as stated 
above, but claimed that he had since paid 
over the money tv Quo-van-fung, the origi- 























nal owner of the shares. Quo-van-fung’s 
age preventing his appearance in Court, he 
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sent his son, who stated that the money 
having been paid, Quo did not wish to 
assist in the prosecution, Mr. Morris 
urged the importance of having the forgery 
and attempted frauds fully exposed and 
punished, remarking that the defendant's 
Knowledge of English, and his confiden- 
tial position in the service of the Com- 
pany, aggravated the offence, and rendered 
its punishment the more desirable as a 
protection to foreigners generally who em- 
Ployed Chinese in such capacities, ‘The 

strate, however, decided that, it being 
Permiusible af Chineto law to compound a 
felony by making restitution, the gravity of 
the charge became much rediiced, and a fine 
would be sufficient punishment. He there- 
fore ordered defendant to pay a fine of 
Tis. 100 on each share, or Tis. 600 in all, 
‘Tis. 300 of which should go to the funds 
of the new Chinese Reading Room and 
Polytechnic School, and Tis, 200 to tho

PIECE GOODS.—fhe business in Prece Goons since this day week has not been of lively nature—Demand has been very slack 
throughout, and the wants of the Trade have been few and easily satisfied, Indeed, at ono time, matters had settled down into a dead 
calm. A quietness, undisturbed, keenly felt, and no less keenly bemoaned, pervaded the market. But hope is again pointing to the 
future, Greater activity is expected with the lapse of the autumn native settling period—2lst to 26th instant—and at the close, perhaps, 
things do look a little steadier, and a better toue may be advised. It is eaid, too, that a more cheerful feeling obtains at Hanxow, and. 
certainly the position at H1oco and Yoxouaxta is better, late telegrams from both ports reporting a steady market and an improving 
trade. From Trmw7stx there is no chango advised, and no steamer has arrived from Newchwang since the date of my last Report. 


Grey Shirtings,—8}-Ibs.—Some desire to buy C.P.H. Peacocks, Collie’s Lion on Bale and Spread Zagle chops bas prevailed, and 
acttlements in them at Tis, 1.62 a 1.63, Tis, 1.74, and Tle, 1.84, respectively, have taken place. Nor has business been confined to these. 
Other chops—in trifling quantities it is true—ordinary to finest, have been dealt in, and—Zagies alone excepted—none of them seem to 
have suffered in value, But Eagles have retrograded, best having been reported at Tis. 1.85 per piece. Probably there was something 
the matter with the lot, however, and perhaps it would be nearer the mark to quote Tis, 1.88 as the proper market price for sound goods, 
more especially as Mendel's Horse and Jockey cloth—in the same breath almost-realised Tis, 1.89 per prece, while for a heavy line of the 
Pillar chop Tis.
